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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-1 3 and 1 9-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach in combination a combustor for a gas turbine comprising: a combustor body, a 
casing surrounding said body and defining an air passageway, a catalytic reactor in said 
body, a first manifold extracting air form said passageway, a second manifold for 
receiving said air and supplying it at a location by-passing said reactor, a plurality 
injection tubes in communication with said second manifold and said body, disposed in 
a radial plane with said second manifold. 

The method for operating said apparatus is also not taught by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
